ABOUT THINGS NEAR HOME, 

Everybody in Richmond is, or should be, inter- 
ested in the acquiring by the city of a city park. 
This is Something that has been too long neg- 
lected, and there is little excuse for the négli- 
gence. If land had been bought years ago for 
this purpose it not only could have been got for 
a fourth or fifth of what it can be bought for 
now but improvement of it could have been going 
on for years, and we would have something to 
be proud of now, instead of nothing at all. In 
the years that. have past everybody was so (busy 
building up @ city here that in the rush for 
industry everything else was sidetracked and over- 
looked. Now we have got to pay for that negli- 
gence, and pay pretty well, but the Sooner it is 
done the better, for land is enhancing in value 
here all the time, and in ten more years we 
jwill have to pay as much more for land suit- 
able for a parksite as the difference is now be- 
tween the present prices and those prevailing ten 
yeats ago. 

We should all begin right now and look to the 
future, and a long way into the future, for that 
is the part of wisdom. We do not wang our 
chilliren to grow up and have to get along with 
the privations we have had to put up with, be 
cause it is not necessary that they should. Con- 
ditions afe different for the rising generation 
than they were for those of us who have pion- 
eered it. My judgment is that Richmond is des- 
tined to be a large city in the future. I do not 
see that it is a stretch of the imagination a 
payticle to say that Richmond in fifty years 
from now will be a city as big as San Francisco 
or Oakland is now. Why not? Fifty years ago 
neither one of those cities amounted to much. I 
was in San Francisco over forty years ago neither 
one of those cities amounted to much. I was in 
San Francisco over forty years ago, and sailed 
around and crossed over the Isthmus of Panama 
to get there. It was not much of a town, even 
then, the waterfront being way up around Mont- 
gomery street somewhere. I rode in horsecars, 
the horses trotting along with bells on their 
necks, and when one of the hills was reached 
a man was waiting and hooked on another horse 
to pull the car up the hill. Toward evening the 
lamplighters started out lighting up the city. 
Each carried a little green ladder and climbed up 
the lamppost with it, scratched a sulphur match 
on his leg and lit the gaS lamp, and then went 
caticornered across to another one. [he matches 
were little bits of things. stuck together in @ 
bunch at the bottom .and were red-headed—like 
we would be if we had that sort of thing these 
days. — 

But the people of San Francisco looked into 
the future. They had confidence that their city 
would grow, and it was not long after that when, 
they acquired what is now Goldén Gate Park, one 
of the best and largest parks in the United 
States. And so should Richmond do now—get 
a great big chunk of land, even if it does cost 
something, and begin on the building and im- 
proving of a fine city park. And as Richmond 
is going to be in the future as big as San Fran- 
cisco ds now, it ought to Shave a parksite some- 
thing like Golden Gate park. 


The plan of many large industries, including 
Standard . Oil, to Encourage employes to buy 
stock in the corporation. and giving them a bonus 
of one share for every share they buy, is a 
grand good thing, in several ways. In the first 
place, it encourages thrift and saving. Second- 
ly, it is a safe, sound and good investment. 
Thirdly, it creates a good feebing all around, for 
the employes are then financially interested in 
the welfare of the industry they are working for, 
and the management has business partners for 
employes. It may foe a strain on many of the 
employes to buy stock, but the terms of payment 
are made easy and they can do it if they made 
an effort, in most cases, Then, in the futute, 
after the stock if paid for, the owner has sdme- 
thing that is a steady dividend payer and very 
valuable. It could be used to build a home with 
or kept as a nestegg for old age. Anyhow, it 
is a mighty good plan, and it is pleasing to 
note that many Richmond meén are. going to take 
advantage of it.

The city election for three councilmen is close 
at hand, and it is something that every voter, 
man or woman, should pay attention to, be- 
cause it is very important. The councilmen are 
the ones who regulate what taxes you have to 
pay, and you have to pay it, all right, whether 
you own property or not, for the taxes the mer- 
chants have to pay is in every bill of goods you 
buy. There @re a great many candidates, and some 
of them are just as capable of holding such an office 
and making laws to govern our people as fish are 
to come out on the shore and bark at the moon. 
On the other hand there are at least three who 
are eminently qualified and ought to be elected. 
It occurs to me, for one thing, that it would 
be well for Richmond to have a few business 
men on its city council. Surely the business in- 
terest8 of the city are entitled to représentation, 
and they never have had it, except in a very 
small minority way. With all due respect for 
the mchanics who have so far always filled a, 
majority of council chairs for they are splendid 
in their own lin€s it does not necessarily prove 
that because a man can build a house or run 
an engine or dig a trench and do it better than 
many others that he is qualified to run a city 
government. That is what is the matter with 
thousands of men. They imagine that because 
they can shove a jackplane straight or spread 
@n plaster so it won't fall off when the wife 
scolds, that they can do lots of other things which 
they can’t. A very large bunch of them in Rich- 
mond thought they could run a newspaper, but 
after they got their fingers burned and sunk twen- 
ty thousand dollars they found out different. Now, 
I can run a newpaper fairly well, but I couldn't 
lay one brick on top of another, and have sense 
enough to know it and admit it. I don’t know 
whether I would make a good councilman or not, 
not having ever tried it, but one thing I do know 
—I never intend to run for any Such a thankless 
job. 


Well, friends, you see the government has made 
the hundred thousand dollar allotment for the 
improvement of the Richmond harbor, which 
means, with the dollar for dollar we are to put 
up against it, that $200,000 is to be expended at 
once upon oltr harbor improvement.
